On Aug. 23, 1900, Dolliver was ap- 


pointed to the United States senate, 
to fill a vacancy caused by the death 
of J. H. Gear. He was elected to 
succeed himself over John J. Sc-erley, 
Democrat. 
Again In 1907 he was re- 


elected. and had he lived, bis term of 
office would not have expired until 
March 3, 1913. 


Senator 
Dolliver was married to 


Miss Louise n. Pearsons, a daughter 
of D. K. Pearsons, the millionaire 
philanthropist of Chicago. In spite of 
his wc-fllth Dolliver won nn enviable 
place In congress solely on his merits 
dining his twelve years of service. He 
was an eloquent speaker and when- 
ever it was whispered about that Dol- 
liver was booked for a speech the gal- 
leries usually were crowded. 


It was Dolliver who was selected 


by the insurgents in the senate to de- 
liver a speech in reply to tho speeches 
of President Taft, Attorney General 
Wlckersham and Congressman Nicho- 
las Longworth. 
Dolliver, like immy 


other prominent Republicans, did not 
like the way things were going after 
the Inauguration of President Taft. 


Mr. Dolllver was constantly before 


the public eye as an enemy 
of 
the 


trusts, as a tariff revisionist, as he 
friend of La Follctte and the opponent 
of Aldrich , and as a possible candi- 
dale for the vice presidency of tile 
United States. 


He not only was a master of the 


English language, but also was mas- 
ter of sarcasm and. argument and used 
his powers freely In opposition to the 
Aldrlch-Payne tariff, bill, which he 
fought tooth and nail.
